.memories. And that crow of mine has 
good reason to be a little uhy of oys- 
ters. He had an experience with one 
once that would have wound up his 
career if 
I hadn't happened to be 


near 
and rescued him. That scrap 


between the oyster and 
the crow 


also 
proved to me that while the. 


oyster 
may 
be 
dumb, 
lie. 
is 


no chump, not by a 
long 
shot. 


Would you believe that maternal af- 
fection hung around an oyster to any 
great degree? Or grief? Or would you 
think an oyster h:id sense enough to sit 
down and deliberately plan i«; own 
tlcut-h? You novi-r would, of course. 
liut you will after you hear about this 
oyster of mine nnd tlw crow. 


"I had a family of oysters in the 


cellar that I kept them so long, feeding 
them by hand, th:it they got to be regu- 
lar pels.

He thumped on 


down the steps, and strorli; over to 
where the oysters wore. He stopped 
close to them, and pfyxid up my whistle 
as natural us I could have done it my- 
self. Every oyster popped its shell wide 
open, but t!i« instant UK; surprised 
bivalves saw the crow standing there 
shut went the shells again with a snap 
that showed either great fright on the 
part of the oysters or gre:it disgust.

The KflWt of UDhamptTMl <jr*e4 U to 


H is difficult for human beings to 


harden themselves at all points against 
Jhu impressions and the charm of beau- 
ty.

them. If we look for an exception, we 
shall perhaps come nearest to finding 
one in a quarter where it would not at 
first be expected. 
I know not whether 


there is uuyoneamongUieinanyspccies 
of human abberratioii that renders a 
man so entirely callous as the lust of 
gain in its extreme degrees. 
That 


passion, wlicre it has full dominion, cx- 
| eludes every other; it shuts out even 


what might be called redeeming in- 
firmities; it blinds men to the sense of 
beauty, as much as to the perception of 
justice and right; cases might perhaps 
be named of countries where greedi- 
ness for money holds the widest sway, 
and 
where, unmitigated ugliness is 


the 
principal 
characteristic of in- 


dustrial products. On the other hand I 
do not believe that It is extravagant- to 
say, that the pursuit of the element of 
•beauty, in the business of production, 
will be found to act with a genial, 
chastening, and refining influence on the 
commercial spirit; that, up to a certain 
point, it isinthenatureof a preservative, 
against some of the moral dangers that 
beset trading and manufacturing en- 
terprises; and that we are justified in 
regarding it not merely as an econom- 
ical benefit; not merely as that which 
contributes to our works an element of 
value, not merely as that which sup- 
pi ion a. particular faculty of human 
nature with its proper -food; hut as a 
liberalizing and a civilizing power, 
and an instrument, in its own sphere, 
of moral and social improvement. In- 
deed it would ba strange if deliberate 
departure from what, we see to l>e the 
hi«• of nature, in its outward sphere, 
were the road to ;t close conformity 
with its innermost and highest laws. 


Jiut now let us not conceive that, l>e- 


eause, the 
love, of 
!>eaut_y finds for 


itself a place in the general heart of , 
mankind, 
therefore we need 
never1 


make it the object of a special atten- 
tion, or put in action special means to 
promote and uphold it. For after all, 
our attachment to it is a matter of de- 
gree, and of degree which experience 
has shown to be, ill different places, 
and at different times, indefinitely vari- 
able. We may not be able to repro- 
duce the age of Pericles, or even that 
which is known as the Cinque-cento; 
but yet it depends upon our own choice 
whether we shall or shall not have ;i 
title to claim kindred, however re- 
motely, with either age or with both of 
those brilliant periods. 
What we are 


bound to do is this: To take care, that 
everything we produce shall, in its 
kind and class, 1>« as good as we can 
make it. When Dr. Johnson was asked 
by Mr. Roswell how he had attained to 
his extraordinary excellence in conver- 
sation, he replied lie had no other sys- 
tem than this, that whenever lie had 
anything to say he tried to say it in the 
best manner he was able. It is this 
perpetual striving after excellence on 
the one hand or the want of.such effort 
on the other which more than the origi- 
nal difference of gifts contributes to 
bring about the differences we observe 
in the works and characters of men.

land. As to the value of the island for 
a bird preserve opinions differ.

enemies of nativo bir.ds—hawks, rats, 
wild eats, etc. 
liut there is a great 


probability that an inseel may soon be 
there which will prove deadly to the 
honey-eating birds, such as the tui and 
the Itell bird. This insect is the or- 
dinary bee. 
Wherever the b;'e. has 


been introduced these birds disappear. 
Circa t Harrier island was once famed 
for its native singing birds; l>oes were 
introduced, and the birds vanished. 
The tlicory of the natives is that the 
birds are stung when searching for 
food among the flowers. The Great 
Harrier island is full of bees, and is 
within nine or ten miles of I,i.ltle }!ar- 
ri«r. 
A strong westerly wind might at 


any time land a swarm of these con- 
stantly hiving bees from Great ISam'er 
on Little IJarrier island.—Pall Mall Ga- 
zette. 


1-atilTMS' of the Silent. 


The Abbe de L'Kpee was the founder 


of the first school for deaf mutes in 
1'nris, and wa« likewise the originator 
of the sign langnage, by which is un- 
derstood the language of motion, con- 
veying ideas by signs to the deaf, as we 
convey them by sounds to those who 
can hear. He used the single-handed 
alphabet, which is to-day the mostpop- 
nlar. The beauty and usefulness of the 
sign language is that it can be used to 
convey ideas to mankind jrcnerally.

In Indte 
when they deaired to fi»» me a polite 
snubbing they hinted that I was a 
"globe trotter," bst here In thWUlaad 
of snn and spices, of deponed coffee and 
exultant tea, of fragrant cinnamon and 
health-preserving- quinine, here wher* 
the foliage and tne flower* are so dev-: 
inant, assertive and irreprea&ible torn* 
you seem to see them prow before yon* 
eyes like Jack's beanstalk of immortal 
memory, here where they thrust upon 
the meek and guileless vwitor Rappbires 
off-color, and Indifferent rubies and 
melancholy moonstones and "cat's" 
eyes with cataracts on them, the trad- 
ers "wink the other eye" and call us 
"passengers." 


And why did I fall in love with Cey- 


lon at first sight? you will ask. Was it 
burning Colombo and its picturesque 
harbor and breakwater basking in a 
tropical sun? Was it the curious spec- 
ttcle of the men with long hair twisted 
into knots at the back of the head lika 
women and proud of their baby top- 
knot combs of light-yellow tortoise- 
shell? Was it the first introduction to 
a "rickshaw," 
alias child's go-cart, 


skidding alonp the damp, hot streets, 
propeled by half-naked coolies with 
backs as muscular as grey-hounia and 
feet as hard as nails? Was it the low, 
eocoannt-planted shore, with its fringe 
of deep green, its yellow sands and 
purple, waters, where stamls.the lovely 
Mount Lavinia and its famous hotel, 
dedicated to fish,luncheons Saturday, 
to Monday outings, and honeymoons? 
Was it the intoxicating scent of flowers 
in every street, garden, lodge an plan- 
tation, the trumpet-shaped lily blooms 
starring the greenest and tallest trees, 
the crimson hibiscus, swarming1 over 
every hedge, the 
"shot flower'' of 


every imaginable shape and hue that 
i:tukes theTfaumblest of bungalows a 
paradise? Was it the smiling faces of 
the piecanniny Tamils who ride on their 
mothers' hips in preference to "pick-a- 
buek?" Was it the sudden change from 
solemn and ancient India to pleasant- 
ness, peace and prosperity'i" I know 
not. I'erhaps only u combination of 
these new experiences. 


I should like to be able to describe to 


you the curious damp, tropical heat of 
Colombo as I felt it that first evening 
in .search of friendship by the summer 
fake. 
You cau experience it yourself 


if you take the trouble to go to the hot- 
house of the botanical gardens or to 
the palm house at Kevv. It is a reoist, 
dew drippy, exhausting heat that half 
stifles and does not wholly depress. 
This is the heat that, makes the cocoa- 
nut flourish and the banana bloom; 
this 
is 
the 
heat 
that 
makes 


a 
forest 
of 
all 
the grass land, 


and gives a jungle for the rogue eJe- 
phant and the cat-like leopard. This 
is the heat that makes the tea bush 
"flush" and the 
coffee 
plant burst 


into berry. This is the heat that is only 
assuaged by a 
dally 
downpour'of 


tropical rain that turns the courses into 
cataracts; moisture as persistent and 
sun as powerful as this make the whole 
of Ceylon from north to south bud and 
blossom and throb with vegetation and 
animal life. 
It suits the flowers, which 


arejar lovelier here than elsewhere in 
the world, since (njylon is a hothouse 
without a glass roof; it suits the birds 
of gorgeous plumage, and sublime con- 
fidence, who fly in at my bed-room win- 
dow every morning and 
share my 


modest repast; it suite the. sportsmen 
who destroy, be it the "tuskloss ele- 
phant" in the dangerous jungle^ the 
-st«g and antelwpe on the mountain 
ridge or the jack snipe m the low-ly- 
ing, irrigated paddy field. It suits the 
jovial, good-natured planter, who has 
taken heart of grace after the failure 
of the coffee erop, and is making a little 
fortune out of his Ceylon tea, backed up 
with sugar and spice and ull that's 
nice for the storehouse cupboard; and, 
on the 
whole, 
it suits admirably 


well the poor passenger who comes out 
to Ceylon in search of health and gen- 
eral Information. For you must rement* 
b*r that Colombo is not all Ceylon. II 
is very hospitable and pleasant, butyo« 
must halt there for awhile, and not r» 
main a fixture in this hothouse. 
Yott 


must come up the wonderful mountain 
railway, into the pure fresh air, away 
past Kandy, with its sacred BrhMhirt 
relics; away to the lily garden of Newrs. 
Kliya, wheft the scenery is as beautiful 
as at the Kngardine, where the air is 
pure as at St. Moritz, and the hotel as 
coxy as any at Pontresina. 


I am not so sure that I did not see y. 


few miles out of Delhi the other daf 
one of the most extraordinary diviug 
feats ever accomplished. A native, al 
the imminent risk of his lite, made ail 
eighty-foot "heel dive" down a narrow 
well, and, not content 
with that, 


plunged off the topmost roof of a lofty 
temple into a tank of water. Tha 
amuserments at Lavinia are not of sn 
hay-ardous a kind as tha.1, but only 
consist of the marvelous hand-over- 
hand swarming of the native boys, 
who will go up and pluck you a cocoo- 
nnt from the tallest palm ever jfrown. 
Andso, if yon care to do It, you can 
select yonr own not from your particu- 
lar tree, and under that same tree 
drink the milk, and at the risk of in- 
digestion masticate the contents of the 
shell. But since I have been In Ceylon 
1 have experienced a far more wonder- 
ful sensation than that I have placket! 
a fresh green tea leaf 
Ln the early 


morning on one of the up-country tea 
estate of mountainous Ceylon. I hav« 
seen it deposited in a bap, and stood at 
the edge of a lofty precipice as the tea 
bag with my leaf in it went whizzing 
down on a wire thousands of fiset int<» 
space, to arrive eventually at the facto- 
ry, there to be dried, curled, pressed, and. 
turned from frese finsh—two leaves and 
a bud—into a tea for the table. And I 
have before the close of day drank a 
cup of tea made out of my plucked tea 
leaf.—Clement iScott, in London Tele- 
K'raph.

This games is con- 
jidered by the Chinese much superior 
o their chess, which is but. slightly dif- 
rererit from ours, and is notably the 
syecial game of the literary class, while 
military men, as a rule, indulge in 
chess. ' YVei-chi posscsst*s iateresting 
'eatures, and rcquirus great skill in 
claying. 
It lias for us the merit of al>- 


solute novelty, because it differs essen- 
tially from those with which we are 
'amiliar. 
Unlike chess or draughts, 


;he men are never token, but remain 
where they are played. 
The game 


is uot a series of skillful evolutions, Imt 
a successive occupation of point* which, 
joined together, give a tinal winning 
position. Though tho "fame is on a very 
extensive scale. — the boord containing 
three hundred and sixty^onepliK'es/and 
the men employed being nearly two 
hundred a side — still it is very simple 
in principle, all the men having the 
same value and th« same potvers. To 
achieve the object of the game on such 
an extensive board requires great fore- 
sight and profound calculation. This 
object us ii> occupy as much .spaca on the 
board as possible. He who at the end 
of the game commands most places has 
won. This can bo carried out in two 
ways — by inclosing empty .spaces on the 
board with a certain number of one's 
men, and by surroundingand capturing 
the enemy's men. This ancient game 
was first mentioned in Chine.se writings 
about P>. ('. twn. and was probably de- 
rived from the IJabylonian astronomers, 
who we.re al>ont that period the teach- 
ers of the Kast. Chinese emperors have 
Ix-en exceedingly fond of the game, 
though it subjects them to the necessity 
of forgetting their rank, those who 
play with them having to sit in their 
presence. It is recorded of an emperor 
of the fourth century that on one occa- 
sion he made aa irregular move, Tlic 
courtic-.r who was playing with him 
held the monarch's ringer, and, if. is re- 
corded, this emperor was not in the least 
offended. 
This incident was cwnsidcred 


of sufficient importance to be solemnly1 
recorded in history. — Chicago Journal.

. Tho great province of Kiang-Soo, 
China, is being devastated by locusts. 
Consul Jones at Chin-Kiang sends the 
state department an account of the 
curious efforts made by the afflicted 
sections to dLinci the scourge, says a 
Washington correspondent of the St. 
Louis (Jlobe-I>cmocrat. 
Some of the 


me.thods resorted to are as striking as 
thc suggestions offered to the Kansas 
people when they were suffering from 
a similar visitation some years ago. 
When thc locusts make their appear- 
ance in one of these Chinese districts 
there is consternation among the un- 
fortunate jxjasantiy, who assemble in 
the fields with wild clamor and din of 
gongs, armed with long baml>oos with 
streamers uttaohed, and vainly en- 
deavor to drive off thc terrible in- 
vaders who are settling down in myr- 
iads and devouring their crops bcfoae 
their cyect. 
Every leaf and twig is 


covered thick, giving the appearance 
of some hideous yellow fruit or plant. 
A faint, sour smell, like that of fer- 
menting vegetable matter, is always 
perceptible in the neighborhood. It 
comes, no doubt, from the droppings of 
the insects. 


There is a eurions and widespread 


belief among the Chinese in the exist- 
ence of a "king" kxsust—"wang" ho is 
called—of colossal size and 
quasi- 


supcrnaturnl character, who hovers in- 
visibly in the upper regions of thc air, 
directing and controlling the migra- 
tions of thc different'swarms. At some 
places the leading officials have pub- 
lioly sacrificed and made ofTcrings to 
the king of thc locusts in order that he 
might be influenced to spare their lo- 
calities. . 


"1 know of few sights," writes the 


consul, "more extraordinary _tjjan a 
swarm engaged in pamng. TncTair is 
Oiled with iSouds of locusts drifting, 
circling, crossing and recrossing, with 
a faint, whirling noise, and settling on 
the ground in thousands of couples. 
The ground is carpeted thickly with 
them; you cannot take a step without 
crunching heaps of them under your 
feet, while thousands more start up in 
pattering volleys against your legs, 
hands and face." 


The eggs are deposited in holes 


drilled by the female an inch or more 
deep in the ground. The time reqxiiret 
fur hatching depends entirely on the 
temperature. In Vffry hot weather th 
new brood begins to make its appear- 
ance at the end of a. week. At. this 
stage they are very small, black, anc 
as active ns fleas, making cxtraordi 
nary bounds by means of their muscn 
lar hind legs. At a little distance they 
nwggest the idea of a swarm of black 
arits seized with sudden insanity. 
In 


shape they are exact copies of thei1 
parents, save for th« want, of winga 
They arc greedy feeders and grow rap- 
idly. 
By the eighth or ninth day 


wings have budded and the color be 
gins to change, yellow spots' appear- 
ing, and in about a month thoy are 
full grown. 


Thc destruction, by suitable mens 


ures, of this formidable pest, involving 
as it does, tho prevention of famines 
fever epidemics and riots, is a matter 
of grave public concern. 
One con 


stantly hears of mandarins losing 
their buttons and being disgraced as 
the penalty of remissncss or failure to 
destroy the enemy. 


(k)nsnl .Tones says the Chinese con 


si^cr that Hie visitation of the locusts 
is a "calamity from Heaven, and that 
there is.no help for it." Chinese rec 
ords chroriicle many instances of the 
appearance and thc calamities inflictcc 
by locusts in former times, but they 
have no peculiarly effective method 
of destroying them. The government 
usually issues proclamations ordering 
out the soldiers and encouraging tho 
farmers to destroy them. Th"<5-Jatter 
are given a bounty for their destruc- 
tion. 


The soldiers, with their officers at 


their heart, are nsed against the lo- 
custs as against an adverse army in 
the field. Instead of a gun or a lance, 
however, each soldier is armed with a 
coarse hempen bag attached to a bam- 
l<oo pol«, 
which, 
with 
wide-open 


mouth, is waved back and forth among 
the swarms until tilled, when they arc 
killed and the action renewed.
